THE SENATE CONFIRMS HIM. 


Mr. Clements on His Way to Rometo Meet 
the Alliancemen—Grosvenor to Show 
Up Ex-Governor Foraker. 


WasHIncton, June 2.—{Special.}—Matt 
Davis is now the post-master at Athens. 

He was confirmed by the senate today with- 
out opposition. Senator Colquitt was not 
here, but had he been he could have done 
nothing, as he expended all his force in trying 
to kill it befere the post-office committee, of 
which he is a member. Senator Colquitt is, 
however, yet confident that he will be able to 
prevent the confirmation of the ‘black’? Dud- 
ley, a8 post-master of Americus. 

The senate did not have an aye and no vote 
on the confirmation of Matt Davis, and indeed 
there was no talk on it at all. The chairman 
of the post-oftice committee simply reported it, 
and Davis was confirmed without opposition 
of any kind. He will get his commission and 
take charge of the oflice in a few days. 

CLEMENTS COMING HOME. | 

Mr. Clements has been requested by a large 
number of his constituents to meet with the 
alliance in Rome Wednesday, and-to make 
them a speech about his recent alliance letter 
He, therefore, leaves for home tonight on ten 
days’ leave of absence from the house. A good 
speech may be expected from Mr. Clements.

GROSVENOR AND FORAKER. 

General Grosvenor, of Ohio, is considerably 
pxercised over the rigor with which ex-Gov- 
ernor Foraker assailed his analysis of the testi- 
mony in the ballot-box forgery case, and has 
obtained permission to reply to Foraker’s re- 
ply. General Grosvenor now says he will 
make his argument red-hot, and will show up 
the true position of Ohio’s ex-governor. The 
chances are that there will be a very lively 
mud slinging match between these two rabid 
republican statesmen before this controversy 
is at an end. 

THE FEDERAL ELECTION LAW. 

The caucus of the house republicans tonight 
did not decide upon any one of the national 
election law bills as the best one to pass. 
They, however, decided that they should pass 
a bill at this session, and will decide upon the 
particular measure at a caucus called for next 
‘Thursday evening. Henry Cabot Lodge said 
tonight that congress would certainly not ad- 
journ before an election law was passed. He 
says this is absolutely assured. 

INGALLS’S SMALL WORK. 

It has been reported to Senator Ingalls that 
Postmaster Russell, at Richmond, closed his 
oftice on the day of the unveiling of the statue 
of Lee. The senator is too utterly loyal to 
witness such an offense without protest. Con- 
sequently he is now busily engaged in trying 
to have Postmaster Russell bounced. He vis- 
on this aceount 
today, with what success is not known as yet. 
As Russell, who was only recentlv appointed, 
is an anti-Mahone republican, he will probably 
have togo. This will relieve Ingalls’s exas- 
perated feelings and help Mahone’s machines, 
and it may help in giving the Virginia dele- 
gation to Harrison in 1892. 

REED WRITING AN ARTICLE. 

Speaker Reed is now preparing an article 
for the North American Review upon the ques- 
tion of a national election law. It will be the 
most rabid and bitterly partisan article that 
has ever emanated from the pen of the “‘moon- 
faced despot.’’ In it he will endeavor to show 
that the people of the south favor frauds 
in elections, and favor’ resorting to 
any sort of means to win in 
their elections. He will quote from 
anumber of southern writers, among them 
Governor Richardson, of South Carolina, to 
show that the people of the south say that the 
white democrats will rule, and it will then go 
on tosay that the republicans are in the ma- 
jority and thatthe white democrats cannot 
rule, save by fraud, which it is the duty of the 
republican party to stop, and the only way to 
stop it is by passing a national election law. 

MR, BOUTELLE’S SCHEME. 


Some of the rabid republican congressmen 
have discovered within the past few days that 
Fish Commissioner McDonald, a Virginian, is 
a democrat and served in the confederate 
army.

SILVER AGAIN. 


Senator Morrill Speaks Against the Bill— 
The Army Appropriations. — 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—In the senate a con- 
ference was ordered on the naval appro- 
priation bill. Messrs. Hale, Allison and Gor- 
man were appointed conferees on the part of 
the senate. 

Petitions were presented from Kansas City 
for reciprocity in trade with Mexico; from 
New York, against an increase of duty on 
linen handkerchiefs and on brushes beyond 
the present rates, 35 per cent and 30 per cent, 
respectively ; from Memphis, Tennessee, pro- 
testing against the Mississippi outlet system. 

THE SILVER BILL TAKEN UP. 

The silver bill was taken up and Mr. Morrill 
addressed the senate. There had been (he 
said) so much inflation of history in some of 
the speeches made on the bill, that it 
would be well for somebody to puncture it, 
and he should attempt todo his humble part 
in that work. The debate had been opened 
by the senator from Nevada (Mr. Jones) ina 
splendid speech, in which that senator had 
inade no argument in its behalf. He had cut 
loose from terra firma and had soared in the 
air of fiat money. That senator 
was a genius ; was magnetic ; 
and they all liked him---liked even his fables, 
in which he was the rival of LaFontaine. He 
(Mr. Morrill) had been in favor of doubtin 
the amount of silver bullion purchased, alk 
had been, in fact, desirous of doing almost any- 
thing in that direction except abandoning, a 
Solutely and forever, a metallic standard of 
woney.

Chase, as chief justice, had (like another 
Brutus) sacrificed his own child (the original 
legal tender law) to the safety of the repwhblie, 
and to the statement by Charles Summer (who 
had sustained that measure) that the extreme

stitute its daily form. 

In conelusion, he said that he was not quite 
ready (as much as he respected and admired 
the great ability of the senators who were 
pushing these new and untried theories) to give 
his consent to them. In defiance to all teach- 
ings of Jefferson, Hamilton, Story, Belot and 
Dantel Webster, it would be a sad day for the 
country when the highest authorities on the 
constitutional questions were to no longer 
heeded or reverenced. 

The conference report on the military acad- 
emy appropriation bill was presented and 
agreed to. Total amount of appropria.ion 
made by the house was $429,996; by the sen- 
ate, $404,760; by the conferees, $435,206. 

The conference report on the army appropri- 
ation bill was again taken up, and the question 
in regard to the provision as to cante@nus was 
discussed, the conference report being to the 
effect that no intexicating drinks be supplied 
in canteens or in traders’ stores i the states or 
territories where prohibition legislation exists. 

After a long debate the conference report 
Was agreed to—yeas 35, nays 80. 

The silver bill was again taken up and Mr. 
Harris addressed the senate. Aftera review 
and condemnation of the act of 1873, deimone- 
tizing silver, he compared the various pending 
propositions and said that he should vote for 
the free coinage of silver, and if he failed in 
securing that he should support the nearest 
approximation toit that he might be able to 
secure. 

Mr. Harris went on to speak of the two 
propositions to furnish relief to the farmers by 
establishing a ware-house system fer deposit 
of certain fcrops and the issting§ of treasury 
notes for eight per cent of their market value, 
and by lending money to the farmers on their 
real estate at the rate of two per cent a year 
interest. Even if such measures were consti- 
tutional (as he was convinced they were not) 
he believed they would not benefit the farmer, 
but would prove a serious injury and loss to 
him. 

At the close of Mr. Harris’s speech, the sil- 
ver bill went over, and after a brief executive 
session the senate adjourned.

A DAY THROWN AWAY. 


It Was “Suspension Day” in the House, But 
Little Business Done. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—This was ‘‘suspen- 
sion day,’’ and after the introduction of a few 
bills and resolutions and memorials, motions 
to suspend the rules were in order; and under 
such motions quite a number of local bills were 
passed. The tirst break in the monotony came 
when Mr. Lodge, of “Massachusetts, moved to 
suspend the rules and pass the bill granting 
four condemned cannon to Abraham Lincoln 
post of Charlestown, Massachusetts. The mo- 
tion was lcst—54 to 56. 

Up to this point, in one respect, the session 
of the house was somewhat remarkable. The 
principal object of the members present, and 
they constituted a fair quorum, seemed to be 
to kill time and prevent any measure of gen- 
eral importance being called up. 

A bill called up by Mr. Smith, of Arizona, 
concerning Indian criminals in the territories 
was discussed for nearly an hour, though no 
attention was paid to the debate. The Lodge 
bill was the target for many attacks. Every 
member who desired to secure condemned can- 
non foran army postina district, made .ob- 
jections, and a number of short “home con- 
sumption’’ speeches were made. 

Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, raised a laugh 
when, in response to a remark by Mr. Flower, 
of New York, he suggested that all cannon 
should be used to aid New York to ereet a 
monument to Genera! Grant. 

On motion of Mr. Crisp, the rules were sus- 
pended and the bill was passed authorizing 
the construction of a bridge across the Ocmul- 
gee river in Pulaski county, Georgia. 

On motion of Mr. Morrow, of California, the 
senate bill was passed, relieving the Union 
iron-works, of San Francisco, from certain 
penalties, amounting to $33,000. incurred in the 
construction of the cruiser Charleston. 

On motion of Mr. Taylor, of Tennessee, a 
bill was passed creating a new division of the 
eastern judicial district of Tennessee. 

On motion of Mr. Lester, of Georgia, the bill 
was passed authorizing the construction of a 
bridge across the Savannah river near Lester's 
ferry, Georgia. 

The house then, at 5:15, adjourned. 


READING OVER THE TARIFF BILD. 


The Senate Finance Committee Busy With 
the Schedules. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Two hours were 
spent by the republican members of the senate 
finance committee this morning upon further 
consideration of the tariff bill. The time was 
devoted to schedule D, wood, and the manu- 
facturer thereof. Progress was slow, consid- 
erable difference cf opinion being shown over 
the rates of duty on timber at the beginning. 
There was considerable discussion upon the 
general question of the tariff upon timber, but 
the attitude of the several senators was not 
disclosed. 

One of the members of the committee today 
repeated the opinion expressed Saturday that 
the bill would be ready for report this week. 
None of the schedules have been referred to 
the democratic members for their inspection, 
as there are too many disputed and unsettled 
items to make them of any value to the min- 
ority in preparing their report.

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“WRECKING THE RIFLES. 


THE COMPANY ARRIVES AT KANSAS 


CITY BEHIND TIME, 


BUT JOIN IN THE GRAND PARADE. 


The Zouaves Royally Entertained in St. 
Louis—The Kites Leading in the Pools 
~The Progamme. — 


Kansas City, Mo.. June2.—[Special.]—The 
Rifles reached Kansas City today at noon. We 
should have been here this morning at 6 
o'clock, and would, too, but for, three ugly, 
malicious attempts to.wreck the train. Either 
one of the three would have been successful 
had not luck been with the boys. My telegram 
from St. Lonis last night was written on the 
train before reaching that place and was filed 
at the union depot. When it was written the 
programme designated in it was laid out. The 
train with the Zonaves and the St. Lotis mili- 
tary was then at the junction waiting for the 
Rifles, and only enough time for a harried 
supper was given the boys. Immediately after 
leaving the depot, however, the air-brakes re- 
fused to work, and investigation revealed the 
fact that the hose under the Rifles’ special had 
been cutintwo. The knife which parted the 
air tube was sharp and did its work well and 
cleanly. 

The cut tube required a delay, and the train 
with the Zouaves came on, A new link was 
placed in the air-brake, and the Rifles’ train 
started on the last section of its long run. 
Soon after leaving St. Louis, Walter Goza and 
Ed. Harrison went up on the engine to enjoy 
a moonlight night. The engine was a quick, 
even mover, and the engineer one of the best 
on the ‘‘Q.”’ system. He had his machine wide 
open, and was doing all he could to make up 
the time lost in repairing the cut air-brake, 
when a second attempt to ditch the boys 
showed up eighteen miles out of the city. The 
train was moving at a speed of fifty miles an 
hour when the engine jnmped the track. 

A cross-tie on the rails had thrown it off. 

The night was a bright one, almost* as light 
as day, and just before striking the tie the 
engineer saw it. He reversed his machine, 
and when the wheels struck it, the train was 
moving quite slow. Messrs. Goza and Harri- 
son, who were on the engine when it went 
over the tie, are still relating their feelings 
just then. The delay caused by the ditching 
knocked the special entirely off its schedule, 
and when we started out again, the train was 
a wild one. 

But the accidents were not over. At 3 
o’clock, when forty miles from St. Louis, the 


engineer found a box-car on his track, neara | 


switch. He found it in time to avert an acci- 
dent. The three incidents aroused the fear of 
everyone and the suspicion of nearly all. 

Mr. Blake, passenger agent of the Burling- 
ton, who was on the train, opened communica- 
tion with his general manager, relating 
all that had transpired. The general 
manager became interested in 
and ordered a pilot to engineer 
road in front of our train for over 200 miles. 
That engine ran about two miles ahead of the 


Rifles’ special, but no more accidents occurred, | 
and the tvain-eame at.neen../Lhe boys were: 


all well worn out. At the union depot a de- 
tachment from the camp met the company. 
The boys marched through the city in fine 
style.

Aveusta, Ga., June 2.—The Augusta and 
Summerville railroad, whieh has done street car 
business in Augusta for the past twenty odd 
years, also has privilege of the streets, an& re- 
ceives a royalty from all railroads for cars 
passing through the city.

He is said. to lean towards protection, while 
the palmetto state democracy is fighting for 
tariff reform. His brother, Ben Tillman, who 
isthe alliance candidate for governor, bas 
heretofore dodged the issue and is not com- 
mitted one way or the other. 

The Tillman, or alliance movement, will 
be bitterly fought by the regular ‘democratic 
organization of the state, and it is not improb- 
ble that a splitin the party will take place in 
September next when the democratic state 
convention meets. The Tillman faction an- 
nounce that they will stand by the nominees 
of the democratic convention. The regular 
democrats also announce that they will do the 
same. 3 
THREATENED RESORT TO THE NEGRO VOTE. 

But it is almost certain that one of the two 
factions will resort tothe negro vote. <A very 
large element of the democratic party will 
not consent to the nomination of B. R. Till- 
man for governor. 

On the other hand should Tillman be de- 
feated in the convention it is not improbable 
that his friends will also appeal to the negro 
vote.

A HUGE WATERSPOUT 


‘Village in the 
Valleys. 

Councu. Buvr¥¥s, Ia., June 2.—A special to 
the Nonpareil from the. Missouri valley, re- 
ports the almost total destruction of the vil- 
lage of Loveland, eight miles below that point, 
by a huge waterspout yesterday. Loveland is 
located in Beyer valley in a gully. A terrific 
storm, amounting to a cloudburst, 
passed over the valley, breaking about 
a mile above town, sweeping down the street 
and leaving hardly a house in town.

Manpison, Ga., June 2.—[Special.]—Captain 
Charles W. Baldwin, the popular clerk of our 
superior court, gives a vivid account of his ex- 
perience as a prisoner of war, at Hilton Head, 
from 15th of December, 1864, to 15th January. 
Two hundred and fifty confederate officers, 
himself among them, were retaliated upon by 
Sherman for alleged cruel treatment of federal 
prisoners.. It was intensely cold, they had no 
fire-place, nor stove, nor blankets. They were 
huddled in an exposed, loosely built, wooden 
house, and were afraid to go to sleep often- 
times, lest they should freeze. They .were al- 
lowed one stick of wood two feet long 
and four inches _ in diameter to 
every six men, for a whole week, to cook with. 
The only rations was a pint of corh meal a day 
to each man, but there were many kegs of 
pickles easily accessible to all. These were 
intended, he thinks, to provoke appetite, and 
the pint of meal to satisfy it. The guards 
were colored troops. One daya guard threw 
a piece of bacon into their midst, which the 
men seized as greedily as starved hounds. A 
cat was eaten by some of the prisoners with 
relish, but the captain says he ate none of it, 
though it smeHed as good as chicken. Some 
of these prisoners afterwards rose to high 
oftice. Among them was Judge George If. 
Bartlett, who ever afterwards was one of Cap- 
tain Baldwin’s staunchest friends.

Suwanexr, Gwinnett County, Ga., June 2.— 
Editors Constitution: I have been spending a 
few days in this county and came here and 
have talked with a few intelligent persons of 
this neighborhood about the diabolical crime 
perpetrated by three negro men on the per- 
son of Mrs. J. W. Taylor, who lives three or 
four miles from here. 

THE BRUTAL ACT. 

No poor, helpless woman was ever more in- 
humanly treated. She was seized in 
her. own house and dragged, with 
her baby in her arms, to a secluded 
spot by three able-bodied tramps and 
victimized by them for hours, every step of 
the distance she was carried showing evi- 
dences of the struggle, and her person show- 
ing bruises that indicate the violence with 
which the fiends dragged her along. The per- 
petrators of this atrocious crime are still un- 
known, and, being non-residents, are not 


likely to be discovered, and the frequency with } 


which this particular crime is committed in 
our state, and the extent to which the perpe- 
trators remain undiscovered and go unpun- 
ished, is a disgrace to our civilization and a reg 
flection upon our local government. 
PROTECTION IS NEEDED, 

The cities are reasonably protected in re- 
gard to this crime of rape, but the rural dis- 
tricts are not. The dense population of the 
cities and towns, with the police foree always 
on the alert and always within the call of 
those needing protection, gives ample protec- 
tion to the cities and towns, but whag protec- 
tion has the poor helpless woman out in the 
country when their husbands are off at work ? 
And the more serious question may be asked, 
‘‘What protection can they possibly have?’ 
Governor Gordon otght to have issued his 
proclamation in this ease as soon as the news 
reached his oftice, offering a reward of one 
thousand dollars for the perpetrators of this 
crime, and if he has not yet done it he should 
do so without delay. They are non-residents 
and tramps, and the chances of catching them 
after so long a delay are slim, but a reward of 
one thousand dollars each would  stimu- 
late the effort in this and 
adjoining states and might result in their cap- 
ture. If possible they should be captured 
without reference to cost. 

THE LEGISLATURE SHOULD ACT. 

And when the Georgia legislature meets it 
ought to enact a law by which a standing re- 
ward of one thousand dollars is offered for the 
arrest and conviction of any person charged 
with the crime of rape in this state. Sucha 
reward would afford some protection in the 
rural districts by bringing the guilty to pun- 
ishment in a few cases, thereby teaching the 
certainty of detection and punishment to 
future would-be ravishers. Take this case, 
occurring three miles from here, and what has 
been done or will be done to catch the crimi- 
nals? Practically nothing. If there. had 
been a standing reward of one thousand dollars 
for them, for each of them, they -would never 
have gotten out of the neighborhood. One of 
them, the mulatto, wanted to kill the poor 
woman before leaving her, and would have 
done 80 but for the other two. 

THE LAW TOO SLOW. 

The machinery of our law is too slow; the 
delay in getting the facts to the governor, and 
the time consumed by himin considering the 
case, to guard the state against imposition, and 
the time required for his offering the reward, 
to get back to the locality in which the crime 
was committed, affords ample time and oppor- 
tunity in all such cases for the criminals to 
make good their escape. This particular crime 
seems to be on the increase, and is seldom 
committed by a resident of the locality, but 
almost always by unknown tramps, hence the 
necessity for prompt action. That prompt and 
efficient action can only be had in most in- 
stances by detectives prompted thereto by a 
standing reward in all such cases. 

WOMAN’S HONOR MORE THAN MONEY. 

It takes time and money to pursue criminals, 
and the state should enact a general statute, 
providing for the payment of a reward of 
$1,000 in every such case, for arrest and con- 
viction. The only argument against such a 
standing reward would be the expense; but 
if we are unwilling to protect our women 
against such a crime, then,in the name of 
God, for what purpose are we saving our 
money in the state treasury? Respectfully,

Would-be Commissioner Hunnicutt. 
From the Griffin News. ~ 

Hon. James .B. Hunnieutt, of Coweta, who for 
several months past has been canvassing the state 
for the office of commissioner of agriculture, de- 
livered an address at the court-house yesterday 
morning to a good crowd, the occasion being an 
important mass-meeting of the alliance of this 
county. The points in the speech, if they may be 
called points, are the same as have been harped 
upon by the speaker and published until they are 
worn threadbare by the mere repetition—and_ be- 
ing threadbare, are readily seen through. Mr. 
Hunnicutt shows, truly enough, that the tariff is 
the great stumbling block in the way of the farm- 
ers; he says that the farmers’ children need 
more education, especially at agricul- 
tural colleges ; together with other 
truisms not necessary to repeat. He then goes on 
to state that in his opinion the prosperity of Geor- 
gia depends more upon who fills the position of 
commissioner of agriculture than on any other 
state officer, and in effect blames Commissioner 
Henderson for not reforming the tariff and erect- 
ing more agricultural colleges, as well as holds 
him responsible for all other evils from which the 
farmer has suffered during Mr. Henderson’s 
tenure of office, including droughts and the dam- 
aging late freezes on the fruit crop. But in Mr. 
Hunnicutt’s opinion there is a remedy for all these 
ills, and that is the election of Mr. Hunnicutt as 
commissioner. ‘In the name of all that’s dear to 
Georgia farmers, let’s try a change,” cries this en- 
thusiastic friend of the farmers and of Mr. Hun- 
nicutt. 

The story is too old to need dwelling upon. The 
man that is out, wants in, and itis easy to trump 
up charges against the most faithful official, as 
well as to make promises before election that are 
impossible of fulfillment. Mr. Hunnicutt has pri- 
vately promised all sorts of things for Giffin and 
the experimental farm, but the people of middle 
Georgia are too intelligent to believe that the 
whole power of tue state lies in the hands of the 
commissioner of agriculture,and are well satisfied 
to let matters progress as Satisiactorily as they are 
going, even if not as fast as Mr. Hunnicutt could 
push them. 

Mr. Hunnicutt thinks that ‘ie office of commis- 
sioner of agriculture should be filled by a practical 
farmer, and so do we. Mr. Henderson has been a 
farmer ali his life and conducts one of the largest 
and best farms in Newton county, and it shows 
his administrative ability in that he is able to do 


‘this and faithfully attend to the duties of his re- 


sponsible office. Other business, be has none, 
Mr. Hunnicutt is a guano dealer and merchant, 
and only incidentally a farmer. 

Commissioner Henderson has made an able, 
efficient, hard-workin and accommodating 
officer, faithful to all his duties. He may have 
made his mistakes, but he has gained his expe- 
rience and profited by it, instead of having it all 
to gothrough with again as a new man would. 
After his excellent record made as an appointive 
officer, he deserves an endorsement at the hands 
of the people, and not to be thrown out simply be- 
cause somebody else wants in.

CHRISTOPHER CLARK, THE CONSPIR- 
ATOR SUDDENLY MADE RICH. 


fiixteen Hundred Aeres of Gold Mining Re- 
gions Fallto Him—A Stery of 
Romance. 


A convicted felon—an heir! | 

Both epithets apply with fitting force in the 
ease of Christopher Clarke. 

Ten days ago he stood boldly in the justice 
hall of the United States court answering to 
the charge ef conspiracy, having led a band of 
mountaineers in an attack upon some revenue 
officers. 

The case is a familiar one. 

Clarke was accused of shooting at deputy 
marshals who had routed him 
from an illicit distillery. In the 
flash of the conspirator’s musket his dark face 
was recognized by the deputies,and he was 
rup down and arrested in the mountains near 
Dahlonega. 

In the court-room, when the _ verdict 
‘enilty’’ was read, Clarke stood firmly and re- 
ceived the jadge’s verdict, “three years in the 
Columbus, O., penitentiary and $500 fine.”’ 

Since that time Clarke has been in jail. 

ROMANCE AND BIOGRAPHY. 

But there is another story of much interest 
hovering just now over the head of the pris- 
oner. 

He is rich! 

Au heir to 1,600 acres of land near Dahl- 
onega—land that has gold under it. 

Itcameto Clarke about the time he was 
convicted of conspiracy by virtue of a verdict 
in the superior court of his county. 

This verdict is the ending of a 
case, full of romance, and abounding 
in rare incidents. 

Froin the arguments in the case, the follow- 
ing story unfolds: 

In 1561 John Clarke, the father of the pris- 


aoner, now deceased, was in Norfolk, Va. He 


was attracted by the face of a pretty woman on 
the street. She was a dark-eved brunette who 
came froin Portugal, but her descent was so 
disguised by her deep tan color that some 
theught she was a negress,. while others be- 
lieved her to be an Indian. 

A mystery hovered about her nativity which 
was not even fully solved in her own mind. 

Jolin Clarke married her and brought her 
to hishome in the hlae Ridge mountains of 
Georgia. Clarke va:a rich Georgia planter 
then, and had already been married to an esti- 
mabie lady. 

Christopher Clarke is the son of the beauti- 
ful Portuguese wife, and like all the children 
of this woman, eco. & fine- 
looking brunette with much of the 
Portuguese in his appearance. 

Whon his father died his landed estates were 
claimed by the first wife and her children, 
who asserts that Clarke’s marriage with the 
quadroon, as she called her, was illegal. 

Six times the case has annually been tried, 
and the ‘‘dark-eyed daughter of torrid lands”’ 
with her children, lost the estate, but the 
judges as often set the verdicts aside. 

During this prolonged litigation both 
mothers have died, and the children have 
fought the issue in the courts. 

On the last trial the children of the alleged 
quadroon proved that the father of their 
mother was a Portuguese sailor who came into 
Norfolk on a vessel, and that he had married 
What was either a mulatto slave or an Indian. 

This proves Christopher Clarke to be a Por- 
tuguese and an American citizen, with no 
African blood in his veins. 

Owing to this proof, he has succeeded in 
getting a verdict, granting him the landed 
estate of his father, which is shared by his 
brothers and sisters. 

The heir and the felon don’t wear well to- 
ether, and. Clarke makes a motion through 
iis attorney in the courts for release on bond. 

Clarke is a stout, handsome fellow, with a 
wildness in his face that is interesting to con- 
temp/ate. 

I: is said he is betrothed to a pretty moun- 
tain lassie near Dahlonega. 

HE TALKS ABOUT HIMSELF. 

Yesterday Clarke peeped through the bars 
of his gloomy cell and told a broken stery of 
his life, which accords with the brief sketch 
just named. 

He would talk but little, for he eved the 
group of curious interrogators 
that gathered about him with an air of dis- 
trust. 

He had heard of his good fortune, but ap- 
peared less elated than the average young man 
who suddenly stands in such shoes as his.

2. That we urge our pastors to give all the dili- 
gence in warning our people against the dangers 
of worldliness along the lines indicated, and to 
execute with love and fidelity the requirements 
of the discipline in such cases.

Some of the western and northern news- 
papers are inquiring if the ‘watermelon 
trust’ is another evidence of southern sec- 
tionalism. it depends on what our esteemed 
contemporaries calla trust. In these days, 
when everything in the nature of an organi- 
vation is called a trust, it is difficult to 
understand what sort of a scheme the news- 
papers have in mind. 

Our understanding of the nature of a trust 
js that it is an affair which, under the oper- 
ations of a prohibitive tariff, is able, by 
means of organization, to kill out competi- 
tion and squeeze the people. There is the 
lard trust, for example. ‘The millionaire 
Jard-makers, of Chicago and other cities 
came to an understanding some time ago by 
which the price of their product was to be 
advanced. ‘This wasa swindle on the con- 
sumers, because it suppressed natural com- 
petition, and gave artificial value to an 
article of prime necessity. This trust would 
have been very successful but for the com- 
pound Jard into which cotton-seed oil largely 
enters as an ijugredient. The producers of 
hogs’ fat found it impossible to compete 
With the compound lard in the market, and 
s0 they have transferred their swindling 
operations to the halls of congress, where 
their paid lobbyists and their bribed con- 
gress ure endeavoring to fasten on the people 
the infamons lard bill, introduced by Conger. 

Now, the watermelon trust is not such a 
trust as the lard trust. It is. not formed to 
ewindle the consumers, or to crush competi- 
tien. The melon-growers, through their 
association, have taken steps to protect 
themselves from the rapacity of irrespon- 
_gible commission merchants and middlemen, 
and against the short-sighted policy of the , 
railroads. They have taken steps that are 
justified by sound business policy, and that 
have been urged on them time and time 
again by Tne ConsriruTIon. Instead of. 
trying to swindle the public, they are en- 
deavoring to so arrange matters that the 
railroads and the commission merchants 
shall not absorb the entire profits of the 
melon crop. 

As to the sectionalism of the movement, 
we suppose, of course, that it is sectional. 
Everything that is done in the south is sec- 
tional and disloyal from the republican point 
of view, and we suppose this is no exception 
to the rule. Nevertheless, the south is 
pretty well, thank you, and the melon- 
growers will no doubt improve in their finan- 
cial health. All things considered, the 
south is getting in a condition to stick her 
head out of the window and ‘‘holler howdy”’ 
to the north.

It Will Not Down. 

We hope that good results will follow the 
National Educational congress which con- 
venes in St. Paulin July. It will be one of 
the most notable gatherings of the year, and 
the questions which will present themselves 
for discussion will be weighty with interest 
to the cause of education. 

But there is one question on the pro- 
gramme which is likely to give the teachers 
and patrons of education considerable 
annoyance, if, indeed, it does not break up 
the good meeting and leave it in a state of 
*‘most admired disorder,”’ and that is the 
Face question. It is one which will not 
down, and its ghost will occupy a seat at the 
table and demand a hearing. 

While, of course, the views of a large 
number of intelligent men and women on 
this question will be interesting, we doubt if 
much good will come of it. At such a large 
and representative gathering extremists will 
“not be wanting to renew the strife of sec- 
tional argument, which may culminate in 
Jurid letters and pamphlets signifying noth- 
ing. People who are not familiar with con- 
ditions and affairs in the south are always 


‘rhetoric of the real estate agents. 


This movement and development in the 
older towns in Georgia have been set forth 
and emphasized to some extent by the show 
ings made in THE ConsTITUTION from time 
to time. ‘The most wonderful progress has 
been made in communities that were well 
satisfied with themselves fifty years ago, and 
that have never felt the inspiring touch of 
the boomer’s hand. In this work the older 
generation, as well as the new, has been 
conspicuous, and in every instance the 
growth has been healthy and substantial, 
for the spiri€ of progress in the old country 
towns is allied with a spirit of conservatism 
that is calculated to repress and contro] the 
order that is not allied to judgment. 

The town of Eatonton may be taken as 
an example. It is one of the oldest towns 
in middle Georgia, it is within a few miles 
of the geographical center of the state, and 
it isin the heart of the finest agricultural 
section to be found anywhere. It was what 
may be termed a finished town years before 
the war. But, during the past decade, it 
has undergone a vast change—a change 
that has been brought about not less by the 
thrift and success of the farmers around 
Eatonton than by the general movement. of 
development to which we have alluded. 
The Putnam County Fair association has 
suggested, strengthened and stimulated the 
improvement that has been made and that 
is now going on. : 

The money has been subscribed for a _ cot- 
ton compress—a feature of .the town’s 
progress that will be of great benefit to the 
farmers who ship their cotton from that 
point. The money has also been subscribed 
for a canning and pickling factory, which 
will open up a new and profitable market for 
the farmers and gardeners of that section. 
These two enterprises will be in operation 
within a very short time. There is now a 
movement on foot to build a cotton factory, 
and it will be successful; so that it may be 
said of Eatonton, as of a great many other 
country towns in Georgia, that while it is 
far removed from the sweet influences of the 
boomer, it is keeping up with the industrial 
progress of other portions of the south. 

To crown the whole matter, Eatonton will 
before long be in direct communication with 
Atlanta by rail, and the two Georgia towns 
will be able to dine with each other—so to 
speak—whenever they feel like it.

Councilman Hendrix made a kick about 
agreeing to the report. 

‘It looks like letting three or four men run 
the city government,”’ said he. ‘‘They ask me 
to agree to the apportionment they have made, 
disposing of a million and a half dollars, with- 
out understanding at all why I vote that way. 
We ought to have time to investigate that re- 
port, and Jet the council, each man for him- 
self, decide how much each department of the 
city government needs.”’ 

Mr. Haas exp‘ained briefly what changes 
had been made since the January apportion- 
ment; referring, in this way, tothe $10,000 
added to the fund for opening streets. 

Mr. Hendrix jumped on that. 

*“Now,’’ said he, ‘‘it will take $7,000 to carry 
Alderman Howell’s plan into effect for short- 
ening the school term. That will add two new 
rooms to each of the thirteen grammar schools, 
giving seats to hundreds of children now out 
of school, aud makivg the school term six 
years, instead ofeight. I move that $7,000 be 
taken from the fund for opening streets and 
added to the schoo! fund.” 

Of course Alderman ‘Howell thought this 
Was an eminently proper device. 

“But we can’t postpone these apportion- 
ments,’’ said Alderman Haas, ‘‘just to let Mr. 
Hendrix gratify his idle curiosity. For four 
months he has beenin position to study the 
needs of each department, and he ought to 
have same idea now of these various amounts. 
He is not asked to do anything blindly. To 
delay action on this report will clog the wheels 
of governinent—for the benefit of Mr. Hen- 
drix.”’ 

“We are obliged by law,”’ put in Mayor Pro 
Tem. Hutchison, ‘to act upon the report at 
this meeting.” 

“Then that report should have been submit- 
ted sooner,’ said Councilman Hendrix, ‘‘so 
that the members could have an opportunity 
of examining it before they were compelled by 
law to vote.” : 

“It was simply impossible to do any such 
thing,’’ said Alderman Haas. ‘*The tax-books 
were not closed until the 20th of May. Then 
it took several days to foot up the returns. 
Then when this was completed the finance 
committee made their apportionments. Of 
course, it conldn’t haye been given to council 
any sooner than it has been.”’ 

“Then the law ought to be changed,” said 
Councilman Hendrix.. 

The motion to take $7,000 from the street 
fund and give it to the school fund, after some 
discussion, was put to a vote and lost. 

Then the report was adopted.

‘We never passed any such ordinance,”’ said 
he. “That veto puts us in the attitude of 
doing sométhing not allowed by the law. We 
didn’t do that, and there was no basis for a 
veto. I have a resolution here to offer.” 

The gist of the resolution was that the veto 
be returned to his honor,{the mayor, with the 
information that no such ordinance had been 
passed by the council. 

“Not only that,’’ said Alderman Haas, 
‘‘Mayor Glenn was present at the meeting of 
the tax committee, and we told him that we 
would not suspend the infliction of the pen- 


ality.” 

Bat the tax collectors had been -ordered by 
the chairman of the tax committee, Mr. Mid- 
diebrooks, not to collect the penalties, and 
that gentleman felt called upen to explain. 

“I had consulted with Mr. King, and we 
thought ———”’ 

“Oh, well,’’ said Mr. Haas, ‘I didn’t know 
that Mr. Middlebrooks and Mr. King had held 
any meeting of the tax committee. I had 
nothing to do with that and never heard of it 
before.’’ 

Councilman King explained that Mr. Mid- 
diebrooks had .merely teleyshoned him, ‘and 
that I told him that whatever he did would be 
agreeable to me.” 

Mr. Middlebrooks explained that he had in- 
structed the tax collector to not collect the 
penalties ; but that at a subsequent meeting of 
the tax committee, Mayor Glenn being pres- 
ent, it was announced that the veto would be 
withdrawn, and so no action was taken by the 
committee to further suspend the collection of 
the penalty. 

‘*] considered that we had a right to act,’’ 
said Mr. Middlebrooks, ‘‘for the matter was 
referred to us with that special power.’’ 

“The tax committee was instructed to do 
what they could for the relief of tax-payers 
who had failed to make returns by the 20th,’’ 
said Mr. Hendrix, ‘‘but the law forbids what 
the tax committee did, and the council had 
nothing to do with that.’’ 

But Mr. Hendrix’s resolution to return the 
veto, with information for the mayor, was 
voted down. 

A POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 

Councilman Hendrix scored a knock-down 
on the police signal system. 

He prevailed. 

The police committee reported favorably a 
resolution authorizing the police commissioners 
to have a system, to cost not exceeding $12,000, 
put upon trial; provided the trial could be 
made without expense to the city. 

‘That means,’’ said Mr. Hendrix, “that the 
police commissioners can favor any system to 
the exclusion of all others, and saddleit on the 
city. I know just how that’s going to work, 
I think every system should be given a fair 
chance. Let’s have the benefit of an open, 
fair competition.’’ 

‘I know that a good system can be put in 
here,’’ said Alderman Haas, ‘‘for about $6,000; 
perhaps less.”’ 

‘But the resolution don’t include any appro- 
priation,’’ said Chairman Meador. ‘It pro- 
vides for a mere test, and it is expressly under- 
stood that the trial shall cost the city nothing.”’ 

‘It provides forthe trial of one system,” 
said Mr. Hendrix. ‘*That’s what I object to. 
Treat all systems alike—try one, try‘all. I 
have a resolution here.” 

Which was adopted. 

It reads: 

Reso:ved, by the mayor and general connefl, 
That the police commissioners investigate the 
different police signal systems and make report 
to this council the cost of such several systems 
for this city, and that the several systems be per- 
mitted to make exhibitions in this city.

NO MORE BUCKET-SHOPS. 

First, a law was passed in 1887 prohibiting 
bucket-shops. Thenin 1888 a loop hole was 
provided by am amendment in these words: 

Provided that nothing in said ordinance con- 
tained shall be so construed as to prohibit the ex- 
ecution through any firm in the city of Atlanta, 
ofan order to buy or sell upon the regular board 
of the New York or Chicago exchanges, any ar- 
ticle for future delivery, when the same is evi- 
denced by the regular form of contract there in 
foree and governed by the rules of said exchanges 
as chartered by the states of New York and 
liingis, 

Yesterday Alderman Haas introduced an 
ordinance to repeal this amendment. 

The ordinance was read a second time and 
adopted. This shuts out the bucket-shops in 
Atlanta. 

RAISING A SALARY. 

Ex-Mayor Cooper appeared to urge the pas- 
sage of an ordinance increasing the salary of 
the chief sanitary inspector from $1,000 a year 
to $400 a month. 

He praised Mr. Veail’s energy and worth, 
and asked that the ordinance pass as the unan- 
imous request of the board of health. 

Councilman McLendon objected. 

“Only last year,’’ said he, ‘‘this salary was 
raised from $75 a month to $1,000 a year. 
Now another raise is demanded. Wecan get 
plenty of men for $1,000 a year that will do 
the city more good than the present inspector 
is doing.”’ 

“Tl think like Mr. McLendon,” said Coun- 
cilman Hendrix. ‘I haven’t been here long, 
but I have uever yet seen an application for 
increase of salaryrefused. Every meeting of 
the council some city offticer’s salary is to be 
raised, and I’d like to know where it’s going 
to stop. The peopleare getting tired of it.” 

Mr. Saas urged the adoption of the ordi- 
nance. Sodid Mr. King. So did Alderman 
Reinhardt. 

‘Tom Veal does more work than any other 
inspector,’’ said he, ‘‘besides the responsibility. 
He does the city more good for the money he 


gets than any other man I know of in the 


service of the city.” 

‘They’ ve let up on increasing the salaries of 
the big officers,’’ remarked Alderman Wood- 
ward, ‘‘and giving the little fish some show. 
Those are the fellows that do the work; and 
I'm in favor of this ordinance.’’ 

The ordinance was adopted. 

The salary of the chief sanitary inspector is 


$1,200. 
ABOUT PAVING PEACHTRES® 

Mr. H. H. Cabaniss appeared before the 
council to represent the property-owners on 
Peachtree petitioning that Pescltree be paved 
with asphels. 

‘That is the only street,’’ said he, ‘“‘that a 
great many visitors seein Atlanta, and one 
that practically all visitors see. It 
ought to be in such a condition as to im- 
press thei favorably. Aside from that, it is 
used by citizens of Atlanta more than any 
other residence street. Now it is, without a 
single exception, the poorest paved street in 
Atlanta. . Nine-tenthsof the property-holders, 
I believe, favor this plan for paving the street 
With asphalt.” ' 

The petition, which has been printed in Tag 
CONSTITUTION, was read. It asks that the 
property-owners “ be given 
amounts paid for macadam pavement, and to 
pay the difference between this and their share 
of the cost of repaving. with-asphalt. . eae 

“'We don’t ask council to act upon that 
now,” said Mr. Cabaniss. ‘We have pre- 
pared a resolution to be acted upon first.’’ 

Mr. Haas introduced the resolution. It 
asked for the appointment, by the mayor, of a 
comnittee ef three, who shall inquire inte the 
practicability and cost ef paving Peachtree 
with asphalt or other suitable paving, with 
power to invite manufacturers of paving ma- 
terial to wiake, at theirown Cost, exhibits and 
bids for the work. 

-**No apprepriation is asked of the city,’’ said 
Mr. Cabaniss. ‘‘Ail we ask now is the ap- 
pointment of a committee to ascertain how 
much it will cost.” 

The resolution was adopted. 

Later Councilman King had passed an ordi- 
nance appropriating $1.500 to work on Peach- 
tree, to be done in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the city engineer. The upper 
surface is to be cut down an average depth of 
two inches, all the larger stones crushed, and 
all smoothed compactly over with a steam 
rolier.

A SHORT TALK WITH HON, ROBERT 
ALEXANDER. 


The Leading Fruit-Grower of Thomas County 
Speaks on the Outlook of the Crop—But 
Little Fruit in Thomas County. 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., June 2.—[Special.}— 
Mr. Robert Alexander, a leading fruit-grower 
of this county, was in the city a few days ago, 
and was interviewed by the correspondg@nt in 
regard to the outlook of the fruit crop for this 
season. In reply to the question, ‘“What is the 
condition of the fruit crop,” Mr, Alexander 
said; 


BUT LITTLE FRUIT. 

‘*We will have almost no fruit in Thomas 
county this season, except the LeConte and 
Keiffer pears; of these we will have an 
abundant supply for home consumption, and a 
considerable quantity for shipment.’’ 

‘To what do you attribute the scarcity of the 
crop ?’’ he was next asked. ° 

‘The excessive bearing last year and the late 
spring freezes have so mutilated the peach and 
other fruit trees that there will a 
dearth of fruit throughout the state. 

) THE LECONTE HAS RALLIED. 

‘The vigorous and thrifty LeConte has rallied, 
however, and comes to the front with a good 
wholesome supply of fruit. The simple fact 
that all other fruit trees have yielded to the 
disastrous frosts of last spring, demonstrates 
that it is the only reliable fruit tree we have. 
The farmers who have bearing orchards wiil 
realize handsomely on them this year, which 
will go far toward making up what -they will 
lose by the shortness of the crop.”’ : 

‘Next to the LeConte whatis your favorite 
pear?” 

“The Keiffer, which is equally as hardy and 
prolific. This pear ripens in September, and 
will hang on the trees in good shipping condi- 
tion for six weeks. A bearing orchard of Le- 
Contes and Keiffers is the best legacy a south- 
ern farmer can leave his family; the capital 
stock cannot be spent, and the interest comes 
as regularly as the seasons.”’ 

THE DISEASE HAS DISAPPEARED, 

‘‘Has the disease which appeared in some 
orchards here last year, and was pronounced 
pear blight, disappeared ?”’ 

“Entirely. So far as my observation ex- 
tends, there is not a vestige of it in this sec- 
tion. The government agent sent here from 
Washington to investigate the so-ealled pear 
blight has left as there is nothing for him 
to do. 

“For several years I have been grafting 
different varieties of apples on LeConte stock, 
and have succeeded beyond my highest hdpes. 
These grew about six feet the first year, and 
began to bear the third. So thrifty and fruit- 
ful have these trees proven, that I have dug 
up all my apple trees and replaced them with 
young trees grafted on LeContes, different 
kinds ripening in May, June, and the early 
fall. The yield of peaches, figs, grapes and 
the other leading kinds of fruit, while it will 
not be large, will compare favorably with the 
other counties in the state. The Kolb Gems 
will soon be ripe, and there is no indication 
that the supply will be at all short.”’ 

TWENTY THOUSAND PEAR TREES, 

Mr. Alexander is proprietor of the Ham- 
mock nursery, and last season he shipped 
twenty thousand pear trees, besides other fruit. 
He is considered in this county an authority 
on all matters relating to the fruit culture.

Rev. Dr, Sherrill addressed the meeting, and 
suggested open-air concerts at some of the re- 
sorts, so as to catch the returning crowd. 

But the prevailing idea among the ministers 
seems to be to provide an attractive series of 
services in the way of sacred concerts and 
other entertainments that will invite the 
attention of those who desire a few hours 
out of the turmoil of the _ city, 
as well as those who are indifferent to any re- 
ligious influence and simply drift that way in 
search of amusement or recreation. 

The ministers will soon succeed in formu- 


lating some plan for the betterment of the 
public in that direction, and at the next meet- 
ing a final report will probably be made and 
definite action taken.

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COUNTING THE PEOPLE. 


HOW THE WORK OF CENSUS-TAKING 
HAS BEGUN, 
And How It Will Be Conducted—The Re- 
vised List of Enumerators—The Work 
Moves Slowly. 


The first day is over, 

And the enumerators say itis hard work to 
take a census. 

Especially in Atlanta. 

A city whose rapid and wonderful growth 
has brought citizens of every kind, where 
population is abandant, and everybody awake 
and at their places of business, it is 
no easy matter to chase each 
man down and extract from him wherever he 
may be found answers to the long list of ques- 
tions arranged for the enumerators. 

It was a weary set of men who dropped into 
Colove! Thibadeau’s office, census headquar- 
ters,] ast night, one by one, to make their first 
day’s report of census-taking. 

“It’s a tough business,’’ exclaimed one. 

“T haven't had a mouthful of dinner,” said 
another who looked too tired to even walk 
home to supper. 

“It’s the hardest day’s work I ever did, 
and I’ve only taken a hundred and sixty 
names,”’ remarked a third. 

Suck were the reports of the census takers. 

The work has moved off quite slowly for the 
first day, but this is nothing more than was 
expected. 

In fact it is the instructions from head- 
quarters that the enumerators should go slowiy 
with the business for the first two dafs until 
they are familiar with the symbols, ete. 

The enumerators in Atianta have set to 
their witha hearty zest. They. have 
taken on an average about a hundred and fifty 
mames each, and there are twenty-eight men 
working Atiania. 

This shows approximately that more than 
four thousand people were enumerated in the 


tasks 


city vesterday. 

This ts a pointer. 

It means that within the fifteen days of hard 
Jabor allotted them, twenty-eight men can 
hardly be able to take the census of Atlanta.

Many 
people object to them as they bear with more 
or Jess embarrassment on private and domestic 
matters. 

The questions asking about the sick, and the 
mature of their diseases have. also caused 
some consternation among physicians, who 
gay it compels them to betray the secrets of 
their profession. 

In several cities the doctors have sworn not 
to answer the questions.

The text was from the 53d verse of the 6th 
chapter of St. John. 

It is a usage of the denomination to dedicate 
no church that isencumbered with debt, There 
remained yesterday a balance of $300 to be 
paid. Atthe conclusion of the sermon the 
Rey. Dr. H. C. Morrison, in his own happy 
way, called for contributions to pay this debt. 

The response was a ready and generous one, 
and within afew minutes considerably more 
than the amount needed had been subscribed. 

Then, following the usual form, Chairman 
Fincher, of the board of trustees of the church, 
formally presented the edifice to Dr. Harrison 
for dedication, in the words: . 

‘“‘We present to you this house, to be set 
apart from all unhallowed or common uses, for 
the worship of Almighty God.”’ 

The dedication, a brief, but most impressive 
service, was followed by prayer, concluding 
with the doxology and benediction. 

The church is at the corner of Foundry and 
Davis streets, and is now in a prospering and 
promising condition. Rev. W. P. Smith, to 
whose tntiring effortsis dnea great deal of 
credit for the establishment of the church, is 
its pastor.

‘brothers’ children as to make the 
Jatier immensely wealthy. Francis 8S. Coxe, 
the father of Colonel Coxe, was a man of 
great mental resourees, and was the possessor 
ofa large fortune. He was present at the battle 
ref New Orleans, January 8th, 1815, and took an 
Nective part in that famous contest, firing his 
‘pusket from bales of cotton, which were the 
property of Tench Coxe, his father. Young 
Coxe had gone to New Orleans to collect the 
egtton from the elder Wade Hampton in pay- 
“ment for negro slaves exchanged for the same. 
Prancis S. Coxe, on account of disease brought 
oD by exposure ina shipwreck off the coast of 
Norway, Was sent to North Carolina by his 
father to manage large landed estateqin Ruth- 
srford county and in Georgia. In North Caro- 
Hina he met Miss Jane McBee Alexander, a 
Waughter of one of the signers of the Mecklen- 
burg declaration of independence, - and 
married her. Frank Coxe, the issue of 
his union, was born in Rutherford county, 
fe ty-eight years ago. Soon after he reached 
manhood he married Miss Mary Mills, daugh- 
ter of Otis Mills, of Burke county, and removed 
to Greenville. S.C. At the outbreak of the 
war he joined the second South Carolina regi- 
ment amd was presentat the first battle of 
Manassas and several other engagements. In 
the autum of 1861 he received a letter from 
Judge Coxe, of Philadelphia. informing 
him =s- that if he did not go to 
that city his vast property in Penn- 
gyivania would be confiscated, and also that 
the interests of the other legatees would be 
pomtaminated. These facts were laid before 
ve confederate secretary of war, Randolph, 
nd President Davis, by Waightstill W. 
Avery, member of the confederate congress 
from North Carolina, and Colonel Coxe was 
given permission to pass the confederate lines, 
provided he furnished a substitute. He sup- 
lied a substitute, whose name is Sheehan. 
nthe Fiftieth North Carolina infantry, and 
who is now living and drawinga state pension 
Soon after Colonel Coxe’s arrival at Philadel. 
phia a draft was-made and he was drawn _ fo- 
the union army. He furnished a substitute, 
whose name, strange to say, was also Sheehan, 
aud who was killed in battle. 

Not long after Colonel Coxe reached Phila- 
delphia he went with his wife to Europe, and 
remained there until the war ended, when he 
returned to North Carolina. His successina 
business way has been remarkable, and his 
capacity in that direction is unsurpassed, 
He is a sixth owner of the vast 
coal interests of the Coxe family in Pennsy]- 
Vania, the other owners being the Coxe broth- 
ers, sous of Judge Coxe. A low estimate of 
his wealth is $5,000,000, The family’s coal 
properties cover practically an entire county.

He has recently been appointed chief 
marshal of the celebration in Fayetteville 
next November in honor of the ratification of 
the constitution of the United States, 
HON. PAUL C,. CAMERON, 

The largest land owner in the state is Hon. 
Paul C. Cameron, who, in a social se, is 
one of the foremost men, and who-has for 
years been a devoted friend of the state uni- 
versity. He was born at the family seat, 
Stagville, in the old county of Orange, in 1808, 
and is the second son of Judge Duncan Cam- 
eron and his wife, who was Miss Rebecca Ben- 
eban. As the name shows, the family of 
Cameron is Scotch, and its first 
member to settle in America was Rey. 
John Cameron, of that clan who landed 
at Newporte News, Va., in 1750, and was 
for years rector of old Blanford church at 
Petersburg. In 1832 Paul Carrington Cam- 
eron married Miss Annie Ruffin, daughter of 
the chief justice of the state, and for fifty-four 
years their happy union continued. They 
reared @ jarge family. Mr. Cameron was ed- 
ucated at the University of North Carolina and 
at Trinity college, Hartford, and graduated at 
the latter in 1829. He then read law in 
Raleigh under his father, his intention 
being to become an attorney. He was 
the owner of more than a thousand slaves and 
of vast tracts of land. These threw upon him 
duties and obligations, and he was never able 
to practice law. He became one of the three 
largest planters in the state, and not only 
manned his own estate, but also the estates of 
his father and of other relatives committed to 
his charge, in North Carolina, Alabama and 
Mississippi. Ali these affairs were conducted 
with the business ability which have always 
marked the man. After his marriage he 
became the owner of” no less’ than 
nineteen hundred slaves. He has always been 
deyotedly attached to farm life, and in the 
first half of the century earnestly advocated 
the adoption of intelligent systems of farming 
and the introduction of labor-saving machin- 
ery. He was conspicuous in this respect and 
in recognition of his work was elected the first 
president of the State Agricultural society. He 
was awarm advocate of railways, and was 
a stockholder in the first one 
bnilt in the state. He was also 
a large contractor and stockholder in ,the 
North Carolina railroad, was the first man to 
begin work and the first to complete his sec- 
tion. He wasits second president. His only 
political position was in the state senate. He 
was one of the very few southern planters 
who were not in debt at the close of the war, 
and he retained his landed property and re- 
established his fortunes on the new basis 
with undiminished credit and success. His 
treatmentof his army of slaves had always been 
generous and humane in the extreme, and 
when freed they left their old master with the 
kindest feelings. Years before the war a 
family of slaves was left him by will by 
friend, with the request that they be eman 
cipated. Mr. Cameron settled the family in 
Liberia, presenting its head with $1,000 for an 
outfit. The family returned from Liberia and 
its members presented themselves at Mr. 
Cameron’s door, begging him to. take 
them back as slaves. Mr. Cameron’s 
chief pride in his work is as a 
trustee of the State university. Just prior 
to the war he enabled the trustees to complete 
two greatly needed buildings, in 1875 it was 
his means and energy which made the rehab- 
ilitation of the university possible, and in 1885 
he willingly advanced the funds to secure the 
completion of the noble Memorial hall. His 
venerable figure, crowned by its snow-white 
hair, is always one of the sights at 
the commencements, and though 
in his eighty-second year he _— yet 
speaks and writes ably and lucidly. He is an 
Episcopalian, and has for some years made 
Raleigh his home. He is the owner of elegant 
residences here and at Hillsboro. He owns 
immense tracts of land in various parts of the 
state, as well as valuable orange groves in 
Florida, and his wealth isestimated at $2,000,-

THE STOCK MARKET. 
The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 2.—The stock market today, 
when left to itself, was quiet, with a steady , 
co firm tone, but the bears were again very 
ageressive and, aided by the temporary scarcity of 
Money, incident to the first of the month and the 
of large sums of money 
through certain large financial oper- 
ations, they were enabied after the 
first hours of business to keep the market in a 
feverish and weak state, and bring about ma- 
terial losses in many stocks. Trusts were again 
responsible for most of the feeling of insecurity 
among the holders of railroad stocks, and Chicago 
Gas led off with a drop of 5°4 per cent from 53 to 
47%, on the report that a receiver would be ap- 
pointed to-day. A rally of three per cedt followed 
the announcement of the appointment, the ap- 
pointee being regarded as favorable to the trust. 

Foreign quotations were lower than our market 
of Saturday, but a private cable reported that the 
London market had been rigged from this side 
and succeeding purchases for foreign account, 
which strength developed in the early dealings. 

A upon the trusts was instituted 
before the expiration of the first 
half hour, and sugar was sold down 
on a report that the court of appeals would soon 
hand down an adverse decision,and although there 
was and could be no verification of the truth of 
this story, trusts declined most steadily during 
the day. , 

In the regular list the bears paid particular at- 
tenntion to Missouri Pacific and Atchison and 
Union Paeific, the declines in the two former lead- 
ing to the impression that the Gould party was not 
favorable to the restoration of rates, thongh this 
was inall probability the imprsssion designed. 
The rates fur money ran up to twelve per cent. at 
the close, andasteady hardening prevented any 
rally towards the end of the session. At that 
time there were many rumors of a reduction in 
rates by the Lake Shore and other roads started, 
and Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis 
declined sharply, though under severe pressure, 
and Louisville, New Albany and Chicago dropped 
eight per cent from its last recorded sale. Among 
other specialities to show marked weakness were 
Colorado, Wheeling and Lake Erie 
preferred : and Lackawanna, Richmond 
and West Point sold ex-eights today, 
but as eights were valued at only one-fourth of 
one per cent, that fact did not make much differ- 
ence in its price, but the stock was weak all the 
way out, as was also Lackawanna. The bears 
again succeeded in uncovering numerous stop 
orders, and material declines were thus brought 
about in many stocks. 

The close was active and weak at about the low 
est price of today, although except inthe stocks 
mentioned, the movements were insignificant and 
business dull.

The opening was 
about lc lower for July and 44@%c lower for the 
more deferred futures, rallied 4,c for July and 
then started down, prices for July declining 1%4c 
and the deferred futures 14,@1%¢¢c, recovered and 
closed ke lower for July, 5¢c higher for August 
and \e higher for September than the closing fig- 
ures Saturday. Crop reports from the winter 
wheat districts continue to come in bad. 

Corn was moderately active within a narrow 
range, and the feeling was rather steady. There 
was a very good demand for June, a good many 
orders being on the market for this month, and 
considerable changing was done in order to fill the 
same. The market opened the same toa trifle un- 
der the closing Saturday, was firm and sold up 4 
@*c, rose, eased off a trifle, ruled steady and 
closed about the same as Saturday. 

Oats were fairly active and steadier, especially 
for the more deferred deliveries. The strength 
was due mainly to light deliveries on June con- 
tracts. 

Mess pork ~Trading was fairly active and the 
feeling was somewhat unsettled. The opening 
sales were made at about the closing figures of 
Saturday, but later transactions were made ata 
slight advance. Toward the close the market 
ruled easier and prices settled back 1214c, closing 
quiet.
